give sound advice estimated job. 
With such advice the printer can rest 
that there will hidden 
“joker” that may turn later kill 
the profit after the sheets reach the 
bindery. 

Or, again, the binder’s advice can 
frequently become valuable tips which 
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will help him formulate estimate 
that will give him the “edge” fair 
competition.

The establishment the Doves 
Bindery, with which Cobden-Sander- 
son’s name will always inseparably 
associated, was started 1893, and 
the members the staff all came 
from Riviere’s. After William Mor- 
ris’ death 1896, Cobden-Sanderson 
invited Emery Walker join him 
making complete volumes, whose ty- 
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pography, lack decorations (as con- 
trasted with the often too ornate Mor- 
ris volumes) and bindings showed 
that legibility and simplicity, plus 
beauty, were the goal for which they 
successfully strived. 


Cobden-Sanderson visited the United 
States 1908, and delivered lectures 
Harvard and elsewhere the sub- 
ject “The Ideal Book.” 1916, 
while the World War was its 
height, Cobden-Sanderson closed the 
Doves Press, and with elaborate cere- 
mony consigned the Doves fonts 
types, the punches and matrices the 
bed the Thames River, thus ending 
for all time the history this fa- 
mous press the 20th centry. Cob- 
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den-Sanderson died September 

“The destruction the Doves type 
was great loss the history the 
Book,” writes Mr. Orcutt the final 
chapter his book. “Without Emery 
Walker neither the Kelmscott nor the 
Doves Press volumes could have been 
what they are, yet booklovers will 
never know just where his contrib- 
ution begins and ends.

vocational training program can 
succeed any great measure unless 
has the whole hearted support the 
trade teaches.

The trade can rest assured that voca- 
tional training will never produce 
journeymen, but will eliminate the 
unfit and direct those who are capable 
being absorbed into the trade. 

This sifting process alone worth 
all the support can get both from 
the public and the industry because 
reduces minimum lot lost mo- 
tion, disappointments and regrets that 
exist under the present day scheme 
things.

For long time before the removal 
the proposed plant layout had been 
studied carefully. Weeks advance 
was known where every bit the 
equipment would go. The routing 
plan was worked out detail, that 
work would proceed orderly speed 
with retracing steps. 


And yet with all these careful 
plans only within the past few 
months that the company has been 
able make full use its produc- 
tion facilities. 

“Much the first year was spent 
readjusting the plant,” said Mr. 
Bohn. “We found that while our 
general plan had been sound, certain 
variations were advisable.

“The second year was spent 
working out system production 
and co-ordinating our production 
schedule with our new layout. This 
has now been accomplished, and 
are now getting the maximum results.

Split runs 
often were necessary, whereas now 
can handle larger units pro- 
duction.

Unlike many exhibitions doc- 
uments, this one was mere manifes- 
tation single epoch great his- 
tory. was bringing together 
from special and until now unacces- 
sible sources, public and private, 
collection the most remarkable 
specimens bookbinding from its 
origin until the year 1830.

bookbinder’s and the goldsmith’s art 
begun the Middle Ages and carried 
from the 9th the 12th century. 
These manuscripts the gospels and 
the psalms were bound and ornamen- 
ted the same fashion “relic” 
holders the time. 

Upon the outerside one cover, 
lined along the edge, were sometimes 
set row precious stones enam- 


els. The other cover might contain 
ivory carvings full relief some 
scene the life the Saviour one 
the saints, figures gold, deli- 
cate and precious outline. 

The books this period were huge 
and cumbersome, and despite the 
beauty their jewelled settings, their 
ivory and gold carvings and enamels, 
one admires them without getting any 
the finer esthetic thrill which comes 
when viewing work later period. 


Circular Book 


Until the beginning the 13th cen- 
tury bookbinders were still using wood 
foundation for their covers, and 
matter how light the kind selected, 
this made for ponderousness and 
weight incompatible the true na- 
ture book. 

The most unusual this type 
book the display was circular one 
from the year 1200, the two heavy 
wooden covers overlaid with calf. Yet, 
despite its awkwardness there some- 
thing very pleasing about its shape. 
This volume one the earliest ex- 
amples the first important step 
the use specially tanned skins, 
their full thickness. 

The surface was covered not 
particularly pleasing geometrical de- 
sign. But this was done “cold” 
tooling, unlike the gold, this process 
has left the design today hardly ap- 
parent. The book has leather hinge, 
and once was closed with brass 
clasp, only traces which remain. 
prayer book the time. 

Another point interest that 
was among the smallest the books 
the collection, being only seven 
inches diameter. 


Cremone Breviary 

still smaller book, the smallest 
the entire collection, and one call- 
ing visions the monasteries that 
flourished such numbers toward 
the end the 13th century, bre- 
viary Cremone. 

The binding formed two nar- 
row bands soft leather bound to- 
gether with back brass which 
small ring sets. This ring was used 
hang the book from small hook 
the belt the wearer, for those 
days pious men made long pilgrim- 
ages, and this method transport 
was much favor. The book five 
and quarter inches long two 
inches wide. 


Until nearly the end the 15th 
century bookbinding did not make 
very rapid advances, nor vary 
greatly kind. The only 
standing book the period directly 
preceding the discovery printing 
particular interest the book 
chains, familiar readers and stu- 
dents literature the time. 

Perhaps the professors those 


times were absentminded .as some 
today. any rate, schools, and 
also monasteries and the very 
chapels the precious volumes were 
chained ponderous pulpits, desks 
and tables chain with links 
such serviceable strength 
capable defying the strongest man 
break ordinary means and with- 
out making noise attract atten- 
tion.
